IT. FUNCTION 

The Committee shall advise the Ministry, its missions abroad 
and its offices in India on matters relating to progressive use of 
Hindi for Official purposes and on propagation of Hindi 
abroad. 

ITT. TENURE 

The term of the Committee shall be three years from the 
date of its formation, provided that : 

(i) a Member of Parliament nominated to the Com¬ 
mittee shall cease to be a member of the committee 
as soon as he ceases to be a Member of Parliament. 

(ii) Members appointed against mid-term vacancies shall 
be for the remaining period only. 

IV. GENERAL 

1. The Committee may co-opt additional members and 
invite experts to attend its meetings or appoint sub¬ 
committees as may be deemed necessary. 

2. The headquarters of the Committee shall be at New 
Delhi but it may hold its meetings at any other station 
also. 

3. Non-offlcial members of the Committee will be paid 
travelling allowance for attending the meetings of the 
committee at the rates prescribed by the Government 
of India from time to time and as admissible under 
rules,
